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POLITICAL CAMPAIGN. 


A DELUGE Of NOMINATING PETITIONS. 


In Kvery Kleetlsn District— 


Charles A. 1 
Whs Mnysrslty Contest 


The general resalt of tbs oameroas 
political oonfsreoess held during the 
past week. It the action of the ooofer- 
eooes to ratified at the primaries. Indi¬ 
cates s complete change In the adminis¬ 
tration for the next fiscal year. 

Of tbe Councilman wboec terms ex¬ 
pire tbls year, Cbarlee J. Murray of the 
First ward Is the only one who has a 
promising chance of re-election. 

For Mayor of tbe town three well- 
known citizens appear to divide tbe 
choice of the delegates thus far placed 
to nomination. Borne of tbe delegates 
favor James H. Moore; others William 
P. Butpben, and others James 0. Brown. 

For tbe position of Town Clerk tbe 
friends of Frederic K. Gabs are claiming 
a majority of tbe delegates. Absolute 
cellanoe, however, cannot be placed on 
suob claims. It Is anticipated that tbe 
Town Republican Convention will be 
made up of man who will give serious 
•consideration to tbe nominations they 
will make for town officers, and will not 
be swayed In their judgment by political 
factionalism. In many respects It will 
be difficult to find a man better qualified 
for the position of Town Clark than the 
present Incumbent, William L. Johnson. 
So far as known the ground of opposi¬ 
tion to Mr. Jonoeon seems to be based 
only on tbe opinion of some people that 
there ought to be a obange. Tbe con- 
vention delegates will undoubtedly give 
the question of tbe clerkship careful I 
consideration. 

For Tax Collector, tbe present Collec¬ 
tor, Frank Foster, bae every reason to 
teal, from tbe endorsements be has re¬ 
ceived, that be will be renominated and 
re-elected*. 

Thus far tbs opposing elements In tbe 
Bepoblloan part} have refrained from 

permitting factionalism to enter lato 
local affairs, and tbe conferences at 
which town nominations were tbs sub¬ 
ject of consideration tbe Invitations to 
attend have been general, and a free 
%ept*>pea for all aspirants, 
>w Ides” or ’'regular” 

affiliations. 

For Ooanty and Oongret slooal Conven¬ 
tion delegates tbe oaee will be different, 
and the oppoelng factions will elash In 
tbe straggle for oontrol of both of tboee 
conventions. Tbe b6W Idea faction 
swept tbe town last year, and Its adhe¬ 
rents are again making an active flgbt. 
The “regulars” will line up bravely to 
tbe battle again, and they are entertain¬ 
ing hopes that tbelr opponents have 
weakened slnee last year. 

A deluge of nominating petitions are 
being filed with tbe Town Clerk. Every 
election district presents several peti¬ 
tions, and tbe Republican primary tloket 
in each district will be a large one.

Tbs Glsn Bldgs Borsugb Council met ' 
Monday night and passed an ordinance 
authorising the building of a sewer In 
Sherman avenue from Baldwin street 
to tbe Erie Railroad, and an ordinance 
authorizing the laying of a stone side¬ 
walk on the west aids ot Essex avenue 
from Benson to Warren street was read 
a third time and passed. 

An ordinance was Introduced for tbe 
laying of a stone sidewalk on the easter¬ 
ly side of Hermes street from Bloom- 
aeld avenue to Belleville avenue. 

Tbe etork was instructed to write

OouneUman Kolgbt, In the absence of 
Oounollmsn Lampber, chairman of tbe 
Finance Committee, said be was not 
prepared to report on tbe matter of 
fixing tbe amount of salary to be paid 
to Pollee Beoorder W. E. Smith.

Colby Ites and the Bishops' Bill. 

Assemblyman William P. Martin, who 
was leader of the Essex delegation In 
tbe Assembly last winter, Is quoted as 
expressing himself as foHows oq tbe 
subject of tbe bUbops*' bill : 

“ Tbe delegation 1 b convinced tbat tbe 
law should be amended; tbat general 
violation of law la Intolerable; tbat If 
there shall be any opening of saloons on 
Sunday It should be only under tbe law. 
If after enforcement and reasonable 
trial of the provisions of tbe ‘ bishops’ 
law 1 there to a widespread public de¬ 
mand, tbe Assemblymen will vote for a 
bill providing for tbe stibmlselon to tbe 
voters of tbs municipality of the ques¬ 
tion of whether Sunday opening shall 
be permitted In suck municipality In tbs 
afternoon and evening during hours to 
be fixed, suob submission to be made 
upso petition of 20 per cent, ot tbe 
voters, tht election to be held at a time 
two months from any primary, general 
or other election. Messrs. Kayser, Roe- 
ber, Sommer and Serbs are now ready to 
vote for such a bill, but tbs others are 
unwilling to do so without further trial 
of the present law.” 

It would be Impossible, Mr Martin 
says, for any Assembly delegation to 
bring about a repeal ol the act, because 
It to popular (n tbe rural communities, 
and because tbe Govertiorjhas not pub- 
Holy stated that be would favor s re- 
Pfeier. , 


At the meeting of tbe Board of Trade 
Thursday night Dr. Corn el toon of the 
Executive Committee presented s re¬ 
port on water department management. 
Dr. Oorneitoon made an Investigation 
of tba water department offices of 
nearby towns In preparing bto report. 
Dr. Oorneitoon referred to a resent 
financial statement of the water de¬ 
partment which showed no profit and 
loss account, but showed a charge of 
over *3,000 to tbe towu for water sup¬ 
plied to the hydrants. Iu computing 
profits, he said, to be used for tbe 
extension of water mains tbls amount 
should hardly be classed as a profit. 
The doctor submitted the last report of 
the water department of tbe city of 
Orange, which, he said, showed no 
obarge to tbe olty for water. 

“Our officials, however,” said tbe 
doctor, “ are no more Inefficient than 
those of tbe surrounding towns, as none 
of tbe statements obtained by me show 
a profit and loss account." 

Hs thought tbat If a proper statement 
of tbe condition of tbe department was 
made up tbat while It would make a 
good ebowlog It would not show a 
profit. 

Tbe committee recommended tbat a 
system of bookkeeping be adopted by 
tbe Town Oounoll for tbe water depart¬ 
ment, aad that 4 per oent. of tbe pro¬ 
fits should be set aside for wear and 
tear. 

William P. Butpben of tbs Committee 
on Railroad Iotereets, said tbat In tbe 
matter of tbe attempt to establish a 
grade croselog by tbe Erie Railroad at 
Walnut etieet, tbe oommlttee had 
appeared before tbe Town Council who 
decided to appoint a committee of this 
board before auy action ebould be 
taken. The matter still rests there. 
Mr. Butpben also spoke of the aoc^ente 
tbat were narrowly averted at tbe 
Qlenwood avenue orosaing of tbe Lacka¬ 
wanna Railroad September 3 and 4, 
through the oarelesenese ot tbe gate- 
man. Mr. Butpben said tbit be bad 
written tbe superintendent of tbe 
Lsokswsnna about tbe matter, and 
while be bad not yet received a reply to 
bis communication tbe negligent em¬ 
ployee bad been removed and a eareful 

gate man put In obarge of the crossing. 

Samuel W. Boardmao, Jr., brought up 
tbe matter of etreet sprinkling by the 
trolley company on tbe etreete through 
which the oars pass. A motion passed 
asking tbe Town Counoli to arrange with 
tbe trolley company to tbat end. 

John J. Hughes, to whom waa referred 
the removal of an unsightly sign board 
tbat had lately been placed on the old 
llbrHry lot at the corner of Broad and 
Liberty streets, reported tbat be bad 
learned tbat tbe property would be sold 
within the next thirty days aod tbat ac¬ 
cording to agreement tbe sign oould 
only remain on tbe property thirty days 
thereafter.

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Moaatainside Hospital 

One week from to-morrow will be what 
to known as “ Hospital Sunday,” when 
collections will be taken up In all tbs 
ob arches. Tbs offlolsto of tbe hospital 
bave issued a circular calling attention 
to the fact that year by year tbe wock 
of the Mountainside Hospital Increases. 
From September, 1904, to September, 
1905, there were 593 cases treated. From 
September, 1905, to September, 1906, the 
total number of oases bas been 1,083, 
tbns almost doubling the work. Of those 
1,088 oases, 452 have been treated free. 

In tbe out-pstieot department there 
have been 2.068 oases treated, 522 of 
wbloh were new oases. A number of 
these have been ahronlo, requiring s con¬ 
tinuous outlay. 

This Increased work, tbe management 
state, means Increased expenses. The 
friends of the hospital bave been gen¬ 
erous In tbe past, aod It to hoped tbls 
generosity will lDoreaae In proportion 
with tbe growth of the work. 

t'harsfd With Assault.

At tbe regular meeting of tbs Board 
of Trade held Thursday night Hugh D. 
King, shalrmaa of tbs oommlttee on 
Re cre ation Grounds presented the fol¬ 
lowing report: 

For a number of years past, slooe tbe 
establishment of tbe Saturday half- 
holiday and the Introduction of tbe 
bloycle, automobile and golf, and tt.e 
Increased Interest In base-ball, tbe 
people of Amertea bave been thoroughly 

converted to tbe opinion of tbe ancients 
who believed tbat a sound mind could 
be of tbe greatest value only when In a 
sound body. 

Tbe value of out-door exercise and 
recreation bae become recognized to 
eucb an extent tbat a great many cities 
aod towns are acquiring tracts of land 
for tbe sole purpose of supplying tbe 
necessary grounds for the pleasure and 
recreation of tbelr citizens, botb old and 
young. New York bas Its Van Cor: land 
Perk, Brooklyn Its Prospect Park, 
Newark Its Branch Brook Park, aod 
within tbe past year Montclair bae 
voted to issue bonds to the amount of 
one hundred thousand dollars In order 
to provide breathing place* and grounds 
for all sorts of games In a community 
fast being built up as a solid olty. 

For several years past games of base¬ 
ball have been played on what is koowo 
aa the Williamses avenue field, and tbe 
interest to these games has increased to 
such an extent that tbey have become 
a regular Saturday afternoon event of 
tbe town. Last year on tbe Fourth of 
July not only were there base-ball 
games, but also athletic gatoee In tbe 
afternoon and In tbe evening a fine dis¬ 
play of fireworks. 

This year tbs celebration was even 
more Interesting, aod It was estimated 
tbat fully 3,000 people w&tcbed tbe 
games and tbat In tbe evening at least 
5,000 oame from far and near to witness 
the display of firawoiks. 

After tbls successful entertainment 
tbe opinion was expressed by maDy of 
our leading cltlsene tbat tbls tract of 
land should be secured for tbe benefit 
of tbe citizens of tbe town where tbey 
could witness sod enjoy just suob 
scenes as tbey viewed on tbls occasion. 

This piece of property Is as perfeot a 
plot of ground for tbe purpose as can be 
found anywhere In tbe vicinity. Tbe 
sloping hillside forms a natural amphi¬ 
theatre where the spectators can obtain 
'•c Uninterrupted view of tbe events 
taking plaee be tow. 

Aa was said above, many prominact 
citizens expressed tbe opinion tbat this 
property ebould be secured for recrea¬ 
tion grounds before It was divided up 
and sold for building purposes. At tbe 
last meeting of the Board of Trade tbe 
expression of tble opinion was repeated 
and a committee was appointed to look 
Into tbe matter and see what could be 
done and report at this meeting. 

Your oommlttee finds tbat one or two 
lots have been sold, but these, It Is 
thought, can he secured from the own¬ 
ers should It be decided by the citizens 
that tbe whole plot ebould be bought. 
From the owners of tbe bal&Doe of tbe 
property your oommlttee bas secured 
options at prices which do not In tbelr 
opinion seem at ail unreasonable. 

Therefore your committee would 
recommend tbat the town be laid out In 
districts and that these districts be In 
charge of certain workers who will 
endeavor to se*ure tbe signatures of 
oltlzene to a petition requesting tbe 
Town Ooamlttss to Issue bonds to a 
sum not exceeding ten thousand dollars 
for tbs purchase and putting In proper 
condition for recreation grounds tbs 
plot known as Williamson avenue field. 

Just bare probably will be heard tbs 
remark “ More taxation, higher taxes.” 
Let us look at this and sea what it 
amounts to. Suppose your pieoe of 
property is assessed at *1,000— your 
tax bill for tbs purchase of these recrea¬ 
tion grounds wonid be to tbe neighbor¬ 
hood of twenty osots a year. If *2,500 
then fifty oente would be all tbat would 
be added each year, cot a very burdeo- 
some tax after oil, aod In tbe mind of 
your oommlttee mooey well spent when 
It to taken Into consideration the 
amount of money kept In Bloomfield by 
having so many people staying at borne 
who would otherwise go out of town 
for tbelr amusement. Nor would we 
leave out of consideration the Inestim¬ 
able moral effsot produced on our young 
people by these games held Id tbe 
presence of their elders, and who thus 
find amusement at home Instead of 
abroad. Therefore your oommlttee 
woald recommend that It to tbe opinion 
of this meeting teat steps be takeo to 
petition tbe Town Council to purchase 
Williamson avenue field for recreation 
grounds, and that the amount to be 
expended should not exceed the sum 
mentioned above.

They 
attempted to atop btm, and wbeo John¬ 
son tried to ascertain tbe contents of 
the bag, tbe Italian put up a flgbt. The 
straggle lasted for several minutes, at 
one lime tbe three men sprawling upon 
tbe roadway. After a bard struggle tbe 
Italian submitted to arrest. The birds 
b*d been killed with gun abots, but tbe 
officials failed to find aey weapon on tbe 
prtsnner. They think he bid It for fear 
of attracting attention going to and from 
tbe spot
